This was, in itself, a re- 
flection of how profoundly we 
had been affected by the cult 
of Stalin's infallibility. It has

Bill Goes Back to Confer- 
ence—St. Louis Project Is 
Not Expected to Suffer.

WASHINGTON, May 14 — 
House action on an omnibus bill 
containing funds for a start on 
the St. Louis riverfront memo- 
rial was postponed today until 
Wednesday, and there was a 
possibility of still further delay 

Supporters of the $2,640,000 
appropriation for the memorial 
expressed the opinion that the 
delay would not hurt the proj- 
ect’s chances for approval, how- 
ever. 

The allocation for the Jeffer- 
son National Expansion Memo- 
rial is included in an $800.- 
000,000 supplemental appropri- 
ation bill to finance 
governmental activities in the 
current fiscal year. The meas- 
ure was approved Friday by a 
Senate-House conference com- 
mittee. 

Action on the conference re- 
port was deferred to permit 
consideration of the 1957 ap- 
propriation bill for the Agricul- 
ture Department. Representa- 
tive John Taber of New York. 
ranking Republican on the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, told the Post-Dispatch he 
would move to recommit the 
supplemental bill containing the 
St. Louis funds when it comes 
up on Wednesday. 

If his move is successful. the 
omnibus measure would be sent 
back to the conference commit- 
tee for further study. 

Taber said his recommital 
motion would be confined to a 
controversial section of the bill 
dealing with financing new 
steam generating facilities to be 
buiit by the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, and would not affect 
the section dealing with the St. 
Louis memorial

WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP) 
—Union leader Walter Reuther 
urged yesterday that the Demo- 
cratic party expel some of its 
Southern members in Congress 
if they do not support party pol- 
icy on civil rights and other 
issues. 

Reuther, president of the 
United Auto Workers union, 
said in a televised interview 
on the ABC “College Press 
Conference” television program 
that “what we need is a re- 
alignment” of political parties. 

He suggested that some 
Southern Democrats in Con- 
gress be shorn of their party 
standing when Congress reor- 
ganizes next vear unless they 
back the party platform. 

In this connection he said 
Senator James O. Eastland of 
Mississippi, an outspoken seg- 
regationist, might thus be de- 
prived of the chairmanship of 
the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee, which passes on all civil 
rights legislation. 

“Senator Eastland is not a 
Democrat,” Reuther said. ‘I 
personally think he should get 
into some other party... 

He also named Senator Harry 
F. Byrd of Virginia, saying: “! 
propose that Senator Byrd be 
in the Republican party where 
he can be with people he agrees 
with.” 

Reuther said the Democratic 
party cannot go on with “in- 
compatible elements in its lead- 
ership.” 

If these were removed, .he 
said, the party could act with 
“responsibility and internal in- 
tegrity” to enact a legislative 
program in keeping with its 
platform | 

“What we need is a realign- 
ment” with the parties, he said. 

Reuther also was questioned 
about his disagreement with 
George Meany, AFL-CIO presi- 
dent. on American policy toward 
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Referring to Meanys recent 
statement that India should be 
considered an ally of Commu- 
nism. Reuther said “obviously 
this sort of thing disturbs the 
people of India.” 

The UAW chief, who recently 
returned from a trip to India, 
said he felt that “if Mr. Meany 
had shared the same experi- 
ences I had” he would also 
share Reuther’s view that India 
is dedicated to “democratic val- 
ues.” 

“I don't want to get into a 
public controversy with Mr. 
Meany —that’s obvious,’ Reu- 
ther added. 

He said the dispute had been 
exaggerated in some published 
reports and emphasized that he 
and Meany agree on “most 
basic questions.”

‘I say to you in all sincerity 
that if you do not deflate the 
opposition candidate before 
your own campaign gets started, 


the odds are that you are go- 
ing to be doomed to defeat,” he 
said, 

“Like it or not,’ he argued, 


“the American people in many 
instances vote against a candi- 
date, against a party, or against 
an issue, rather than for’ can- 
didates, parties or issues. 
Chotiner said the people also 
liked “‘to feel that they are se- 
lecting the candidate” who of- 
fered himself for the campaign.

The Sidney Hatkin case has been handled ac- 
cording to a formula of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration that has been well-tested and apparent- 
lv is widely approved in dubious “security risk” 
situations.

Good Start on a Water Clean-Up 

An attack on stream pollution problems by 
representatives of Missouri, Illinois, the Bi-State 
Development Agency, and the United States 
Government, has got off to a promising start. 
Under the leadership of Milton M. Kinsey, chief 
engineer of the Bi-State Agency, the conferees, 
principally engaged in public health, plan a eam- 
paign based on voluntary effort reinforced by 
public opinion. They sound as though they mean 
business, and we earnestly hope they do. 

The method of operation they plan to follow 
is to set up a timetable of improvement for mu- 
nicipalities and industries. A check is to be 
made on the timetable every six months, and 
public reports will be made, showing progress 
or lack of it by individual communities and 
plants, which will be named, 

The clean-up group starts oif with the attitude 
that it expeets a large measure of voluntary co- 
operation. That is, we think, an eminently proper 
attitude, and the one in which the greatest 
amount of voluntary co-operation is likely to

Next, Social Security 

“pocketbook” issue, comparable to 
the farm bill, is on its way to a showdown in the 
Senate following rejection by Senator Byrd's 
Finance Committee of two social security law 
revisions. As both changes are also opposed by 
the Administration, the controversy is certain 
to have strong political overtones. 

One revision would permit women to retire 
and start drawing benefits at 62 instead of 65. 
The committee rejected this except in the case 
of widows. A strong case can also be made for 
permitting the wife of a retired man to start 
drawing benefits at an earlier age than he does, 
since so many wives are a few years younger 
than their husbands. 

But why working women should become eli- 
gible for social security retirement benefits at 
an earlier age than men is not at all clear. This 
is against the trend of private pension systems, 
most of which provide a uniform retirement 
age. and against the trend of modern life, which 
finds women as well as men both living longer 
and working longer than they used to 

The second revision killed by the Finance 
Committee long-discussed proposal for 
permitting a permanently disabled person to 
start drawing fis social security benefits at age

It is true, however, as Secretary of Welfare 
Folsom testified before the committee, that lack 
of. experience with’a national disability benefit 


system makes it difficult to forecast costs pre- 
cisely or to estimate the enforceability of safe- 
guards. In these circumstances perhaps Con. 
gress would be wiser to establish disability bene- 
fits at a higher age—55 or 60—until experience 
has been accumulated on which to judge wheth- 
er the age can be lowered without putting an 
unfair burden on the great body of working peo- 
ple who with their employers will pay the costs. 

If the Senate should restore in full both the 
disability-at-50 and women’s-retirement-at-62 pro- 
visions, social security taxes will have to go up 
by some 1.7 billion dollars a year to pay for 
them. For a factory worker with $4200 income 
this would mean an increase in social security 
from $84 to $105, which would be nearly 
double the $54 he was paving prior to last year's 
increase

Those were splendid yarns that Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle spun back around the turn of the 
century concerning Sherlock Holmes, the great- 
est of all detectives in crime fiction. Who can 
forget “A Study in Scarlet,” “The Hound of the 
Baskervilles’ and “The Adventure of the Creep- 
ing Man””?. Baffling, weird and fearsome they 
were but the lean and taciturn sleuth, he of the 
ear-flapped traveling cap, solved them all. 

If the old master, Sir Arthur, were alive to- 
day one could safely wager three bob and a 
tanner that he would speedily hie himself to 
221-B Baker street, rout out Sherlock. Holmes 
and his inseparable friend and chronicler, the 
chubby *Dr. Watson, and set them on that great 
international mystery, “The Case of the Miss- 
ing Frogman.” There indeed is a mystery 
worthy of Sherlock Holmes at his keenest.

Capital Punishment: Pro and Con 


| Governors, judges, prosecutors, wardens, chaplains oppose 
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penalty while tew defend it; say it does not déter crime, leavi 
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i | his victim; it is based on anger and ignores value of human lite 


From a Symposium in The Nation, New York 


Governors, state attorneys general, 
prison wardens and chaplains, as well 
as the general public have written many 
letters — the great majority of them 
supporting The Nation’s stand against 
capital punishment. Here is a sampling: 


I have never favored capital punish- 
ment and six years as governor of a 
state which does not impose the death 
penalty has merely served to reinforce 
that conviction. 

The murderer more often than not is 
one of the best prospects for parole. In 
most instances the crime for which he 
was sentenced was his first serious of- 
fense—a single violent act committed 
under extreme provocation which it is 
unlikely would ever be repeated. 

Here in Wisconsin all murderers who 
are sentenced to life terms are eventu- 
ally paroled, and experience has shown 
that they generally establish outstand- 
ing records and ultimately are par- 
doned.

I have now been in law enforcement 
for some i2 years.

3. Life imprisonment gives a criminal 
a chance to repent and reform.

affirm the sanctity of all life than by 
a thousand laws.

Nothing is more inhuman than an 
execution. I believe that all judges. 
prosecutors, even jurors if possible, 
should be made to witness an execution.

It is far greater punishment to make 
a man serve a life sentence (25-year 
minimum) than to snuff out his life.

Russian Moves and Motives 
SIX KEYS TO THE SOVIET SYSTEM. by Bertram D 

Wolfe. (Beacon Press, 273 pas.. $3.75.) 

Bertram D. Wolfe, chief ideological 
adviser to the Voice of America during 
the Korean war, has fashioned = six 
“keys,” or chapters, for analyzing the 
Soviet system. They are the nature of 
totalitarianism, internal struggles for 
power, complete control of education 
and culture, Russian imperialism, the 
worker, and elections—the rigged -vot- 
ing without opposition candidates and 
the “election by feet” of the millions 
who fled Communist countries. 

This study consists of articles previ- 
ously published, one as far back as 
1941, and brought 
up to date with 
footnotes. It is 
poorly organized 
but very cohesive. 
All in all, it is the 
best book to come 
to this reviewer's 
attention for ex- 
plaining Russian 
moves. and motives 
of the past 15 years 
and their future 
implications. Al- 
though he _ writes 
for the specialists’ 
periodical .Foreign 
fe Affairs, where most 
or the work originally appeared, Wolfe 
has a dramatic flair and easy style that 
reaches the general reader. too. 

A former Communist, the author has 

been a Russian specialist since 1917, is 
a historian and author of “Three Who 
Made Revolution.” While opinionated, 
he is not dogmatic, usually lets the facts 
point their own generalizations. has a 
knack of putting an event in its com- 
plete setting. His insights are profound 
and many, but they occasionally run 
away from him. Also, Russia may be 
more realistic than he credits. 
_In a brief epilogue, prepared as a 
State Department memorandum in 1953 
and now declassified, Wolfe outlines a 
plan for turning Russia’s propaganda 
guns on her. 

The conflict between Russia and the 
United States he sees as not one of 
economic systems or nations or even be- 
tween the free and slave worlds but 
between the nature of men, whatever 
their creed or culture, and a form of 
sovernment which would deprive them 
of their humanity.” The ultimate dan- 
ger is of the total state identifying it- 
Self with society rather than “the state 
as an element of society.” 

Democracy, it is pointed out, requires 
checks and balances and political oppo- 
sition with restraint, things which must 
be safeguarded by traditions and cus- 
toms of a people, who must exercise 
“eternal vigilance.” . 

The present Soviet leaders are held 
to be Stalin’s disciples. The collective 
leadership is seen as transitory, for a 
“dictatorship demands a dictator.” So- 
Viet control of propaganda and educa- 
lion is SO complete—and planned—that 
history is constantly rewritten, heroes 
become ‘“unpersons,” and scientific 
principles are decided and counter- 
manded by Communist party dictation. 
Actually, except for a few top leaders, 
party members are just “transmission 
belts” for carrying out orders. 

Che author predicted the second or 
Bolshevik Revolution in Russia in 1917. 
Other anticipations of history were that 
Poland would lose its independence, 
the loss of the Chinese mainland when 
Stalin ‘was recognizing Chiang Kai-shek 
exclusively, and the decline of Malen- 
kov when he was top man.

The human resources project | 
was established by President |

bia, and reflected his concern 
with manpower wastage in 
World War Il. The project has 
published the results of sev- 
eral other studies and is con- 
tinuing its researches in other 
phases of manpower utilization. | 

Fifteen of the country’s ma- | 
jor business and _ industrial 
companies supported the proj- 
ect, along with foundations, 
trade unions and the federal 
government. Dr. Ginzberg is 
professor of economics in the | 
graduate school of business at 
Columbia. | 

Scientific Theory. 

The assessment of Negro po- 
tentialities is predicated on the 
scientific theory that there are 
no differences in the basic in- 
telligence or capacities of dif- | 
ferent racial groups. | 

The report rebuts the view 
of General Mark Clark that 
Negroes are inferior to whites | 
as soldiers. The study affirms | 
that the record of Negroes was 
“less good” than that of white 
troops in World War II but 
says that this-is to be explained | 
by the handicaps Negroes | 
brought frem civilian life and | 
the segregated pattern of their 
utilization 

The survey notes the “amaz- 
ing rapidity” with which de- 
segregation occurred in the 
armed forces in the Korean war. 
It cites evidence that this in- 
tegration made a difference and 
that Negro combatants did well 
in Korea. 

Integration in the armed 
forces is credited with being a 
major contribution toward gen- 
eral progress in integration. 

“The armed forces have not 
only strengthened the nation by 
strengthening themselves,” the 
report says, “but have taken 
leadership in showing the na- 
tion what good will and deter- 
mination can accomplish.” 

“The Negro Potential” in- 
cludes findings on 
Negro soldiers not heretofore 
published. The Department of 
the Army made special material 
available for the report. 

Handicaps Listed.

Pollitt, long-time leader of the 
British Communist party. re- 
tigned from the office of gen- 
tral secretary yesterday and 
was named party chairman. 

The 65-yéar-old Communist 
leader gave ill health as the 
reason for steping down after 
having held the general secre- 
taryship since 1929. John Gol- 
Jan, national organizer for the 
party, was chosen to succeed 
Pollitt. 

Although many observers re- 


gard this shift as part of the 


world-wide Communist process 
of de-Stalinization, the execu- 
five committee of the party 
asked Pollitt to continue to play 

“a major role in (its) leader- 
ship.” 

Since the 
Stalin at the recent congress of 
the Soviet Communist party in 
Moscow, Pollitt, who attended 
the session, has been openly 
criticized by Communists here 
for his record of uncritical sub- 
servience to Stalinism. 

In accepting Pollitt’s resigna- 
tion, the committee named him 
as party chairman and member 
of its political committee. Wil- 


liam Gallacher, chairman of the | 


party since the post was created 
in 1943, was appointed to the 
new post of president 

Until the relative functions 
of the chairmanship and presi- 
dency are made clear, it will be 
difficult to assess the shifts 

In the past, the chairman has 
acted as “chief of state” 
general secretary role of 
of government” in the party 
hierarchy.

TELLS OF GAINS FER

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 14 
—Urban redevelopment and pub- 
lic housing are essential ingredi- 
ents in any program of civic 
betterment like that on which 
St. Louis is currently embarked, 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Metropolitan St. Louis, said here 
today. 

He addressed a luncheon of 
the Southwest Regiona] Council 
of the National Association of 
Mousing and Redevelopment Of- 
ficials which is holding a three- 
day meeting. 

Kaufmann, a former mayor of 
St. Louis, reviewed the prog- 
ress being made in that city in 
reclaiming a large section from 
slums and the many civic pro)- 
ects authorized in the recent 
$110,000,000 municipal bond is- 
sue approved by the voters. 

The key role played by urban 
redevelopment in the over-all 
program of civic improvement 
was stressed by Kaufmann, who 
pointed out it encouraged the 
use of private redevelopment 
capital and. at the same time, 
gave assurance that the spread 
of slums would be halted. 

“It would be awfully hard 
to whip up any enthusiasm for 
the bold program we have un- 
dertaken if the prospect for the 
future was the continued spread 
of slums until they engulfed the 
whole city,” he said.

Good operatic baritones are 
almost aS scarce as penguins 
in Florida. Merrill, son of a 
Brooklyn laborer, is one of the 
best America has produced. 

Like most opera stars Bob is 
proud to call himself “a long- 
hair,” but he doesn’t let his hair 
fall over his eyes and blind him 
to other forms of music. 

“I like almost any kind of 
music except rock-n-roll,” he 
said. “But that I don’t go for.”

“It did help, too,” he re- 
marked. “But I was still so shy 
about appearing in public that 
I quit singing at 12 and didn't 
take it up again until I was 17. 

“This turned out to be a good 
thing. I found out later that 
many children ruin their voice 
by using it too much during the 
years when the voice is chang- 
ing. It should be rested and 
allowed to strengthen.” 

An odd reversal takes place 
in boys’ voices as they mature.

Start Day 
With Good 
Breakfast 


By Edith M. Barber 


HE first mission of food is 

to satisfy the appetite. Of 

course, there is great indi- 
vidual difference in this respect. 
What is adequate for one person 
may be too much or too little 
for another. 

It would seem that after the 
long interval between the eve- 
ning meal and breakfast the 
next morning everyone would 

have good appetite for breakfast. 
From our own experience we 
know that this is not always the 
case. This first meal of the day 
should not be omitted complete- 
ly as it sometimes is. Generally 
speaking, we are more efficient 
when we have satisfied our 
stomach early in the day. 

In addition to that tall glass 
of fruit juice that most of us 
choose, there should be at least 
a piece or two of buttered toast 
with the coffee. The fat that 
butter contributes stays with us 
longer than do most other foods. 
An egg is recommended both 
because it gives satisfaction and 
because it contributes some of 
the protein of which we should 
have a liberal supply during the 
day. A bit of bacon will supply 
fat but little protein, and will 
often stimulate appetite for 
other foods. 

While many persons enjoy 
the same breakfast every morn- 
ing of the year, there are oth- 
ers who like variation. Some- 
times this is furnished by offer- 
ing toasted split English muf- 
fins, or if there is time enough 
to prepare them, freshly baked 
hot muffins or corn bread. Oc- 
casionally we like coffee cake 
or sweet rolls. 

The other meals of the day 
should be planned with refer- 
ence to what was eaten at 
breakfast. If not used at this 
time, eggs should appear on the 
table several times a week for 
lunch. They are of high qual- 
ity at this time of year and 
usually at a lower price when 
they are so plentiful.

Two cups sifted flour: three 
teaspoons baking powder; one- 
half teaspoon salt; one-fourth 
cup sugar; one egg, well beaten; 
one cup milk. 

Mix and sift flour, baking 
powder, and salt.

A Hog on Ice.

| terview,” writes Mrs. 
Mary Smidutz of Port 
Clinton, O., “Minnesota's Gov. 
Orville Freeman, referring to 
the bid being made by the two 
leading Democratic candidates 
for the presidential nomination, 
said that the voters of his state 
were as ‘independent as a hog 
on ice.’ Please explain the ori- 

gin of that phrase.” 

“Independent as a hog on 
ice’ is an expression which has 
been current in many parts of 
the country for more than a 
century. Like many folk idioms, 
it doesn’t seem to make sense 
when you try to analyze it. Just 
how independent could a hog 
be, slipping around on ice and. 
most likely, losing his footing? 
The answer, of course, is that 
he'd have no “independence” 
whatever. Yet the phrase is 
used to describe a person who 
cares not a whit for the opinion 
of others, who wears no man’s 
collar, who is beholden to no- 
body. 

For an answer to this seem- 
ing contradiction, word expert 
Charles Earle Funk devoted 
many an hour of research, final- 
ly coming up with a theory that 
the “hog” of the saying is not 
the common domestic animal at 
all. Instead, he believes it is a 
term from the Scottish game 
curling, which is played on ice 
by sliding stones toward a mark. 
A stone which does not travel 
the required distance and comes 
to rest in the path of other

stones is called a “hog.” 

It's an interesting theory and 
it has the virtue of getting the 
hog and the icé together in 
fairly logical fashion. It has the 
disadvantage of being derived 
from a game almost unknown 
in this country, at least at the 
time—a century ago—when: the 
phrase was most widely heard. 

So, despite Dr. Funk’s re- 
searches ‘(he even wrote a book 
entitled “A Hog On Ice”), we 
shall have to label this unusual 
and provocative expression 
“origin obscure.” 

Quite possibly, of course, 
some of you readers may have 
other ideas about the origin of 
this expression. If so, we should 
be happy to see them.

M trou people ask about “what's new” in gall bladder 


Chances are that one or more of your 
close friends have gall- 
stones, or at least a “lazy” 
gall bladder due to chron- 
ically inflamed gall blad- 
der walls. 

There are those who are 
especially concerned about 
the symptoms. Somehow,

ol Bate: ae ferential diagnosis. It is 
DR. PETER STEINCROHN true that in gall-bladder 
disease the patient may have nausea, vomiting, pain under 
the right rib cage that is sometimes referred between the 
shoulder blades. But these symptoms may also be present 
in gastritis or ulcer. They may even be referred pains from 
trouble in the chest.

ASSUMING THAT the diagnosis has been made. Where 
do you go from there? The answer must fit you like a 
tailor-made garment. What will be serviceable for you 
may be bad for the next fellow. 

For example, here is Mrs. Smith who has been hav- 
ing pain, colicky in nature and obstinate in duration. A 
few hypodermics of morphine have not really restored 
her to her previous comfortable state. The pain between 
her shoulders and under her ribs persists. She has a 
little fever and feels chilly. 

What to do? There seems no question in her doctor's 
mind; operation. I suppose he suspects gallstones, but per- 
haps more than that. I also assume that he wants that 
gall bladder out because he is suspicious of beginning 
gangrene of the gall bladder. Rather than leave her at home 
and chance perforation and peritonitis, her doctor wants 
her in the hospital where she can be observed more care- 
fully and readied for surgery if necessary.

SUPPOSE IT IS Mr. Jones who has been having some 
trouble. His only discomfort has been after eating fatty 
foods. Suspicious, his doctor called for X-rays of the gall 
bladder. He was not surprised to get the report that 
stones were present. In his case the procedure was dif- 
ferent than in Mrs. Smith's case. 

Years ago the very diagnosis of stones was in itself 
the green light for operation. We are more conservative 
about that now. We give you the benefit of medical treat- 
ment first. I have treated patients with gallstones who 
went along 20 or more years without having any real dis- 
comforts. Operation was unnecessary. Had they suffered 
an attack of colic or jaundice; or had the gall bladder 
become really infected, then surgery must have been the 
advisable treatment. 

In answer to “what's new,” that is about the extent of 
it: eonservative management—with or without stones. There 
is no sure way of preventing gallstones. But these hints 
will help keep the gall bladder healthy. If you are fat, 
reduce. A diet high in fat predisposes to gall bladder 
stasis (thickened bile). Don't take large meals. Drink at 
least eight glasses of water daily. Wear loose, comfortable 
clothing. Take mild exercise like walking, bowling or 
gardening. Eat lean meat instead of gorging yourself 
with fats. 

If you take good care of yourself you will cut down 
the ehances for gall bladder surgery by 30 to 50 per cent. 
Bried foods, salad dressings, oil, cream and butter are 
ard on your gall bladder.

A Top Scientists Boyhood in Missouri 


Dr. Mervin Kelly, Head of Bell Laboratories, Recalls Working Way Through School at Rolla

NEW YORK, May 14. 

N 1910, 16-year-old Mervin 
| Ketiy left his home in Galla- 

tin, Mo., dreaming of becom- 
ing a mining engineer with a 
career that would carry him to 
far-off, romantic places in the 
world. With just enough money 
for his tuition, he enrolled in 
the Missouri School of Mines 
and Metallurgy at Rolla. 

To make ends meet he took 
a job with the State Geological 
Survey, which paid him 35 cents 
an hour and allowed him to 
sleep in a third-floor room over 
the Survey headquarters. Work- 
ing nights and Saturdays and 
Sundays, he managed to earn 
the magnificent sum of $18 a 
month cataloging and number- 
ing mineral specimens. 

Today, the boy who once 
worked at painting numbers on 
rocks, sits in a mahogany-pan- 
eled New York office, high up 
in a building overlooking the 
Hudson river. Now a dynamic 
62 years old, Dr. Mervin J.. 
Kelly, presidént of Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories, heads one 
of the largest industrial labora- 
tories in the world. 

As the research and develop- 
ment unit of the Bell System, 
Bell Laboratories has as its ob- 
jective the creation of commu- 
nications equipment and sys- 
tems. During the last war, Bell 
Laboratories converted almost 
completely to military research 
and development and, under Dr. 
Kelly’s direction, carried out 
more than 1200 projects for the 
armed forces in such strategic 
fields as military communica- 
tions, radar, submarine detec- 
tion, and gunfire and bombing 
control systems. Since the war 
Bell Laboratories has continued 
to devote a substantial amount 
of its effort and vast experience 
in electronics to the military 
on such defense projects as the 
Nike anti-aircraft guided missile 
system. 

Dr. Kelly, who holds the 
Presidential Certificate of Merit 
awarded in recognition of his 
war effort, took time out from 
his heavy work schedule the 
other day to reminisce a bit 
about. his boyhood in Missouri. 

Born in Princeton, Mo., the 
son of Joseph F. Kelly, who was 
then principal of the high school 
at the Mercer county seat, young 
Mervin moved to Gallatin with 
his family when his father de- 
cided to buy an implement and 
hardware business in that town. 

“1 worked at all sorts of jobs 
in the summers and kept the 
store books for my father and 
carried a newspaper route, de- 
livering the Post-Dispatch and 
the Kansas City papers from the 
time I was 10 until I went to 
Rolla at 16,” he recalled. “I had 
saved $400 to go to Rolla and 
I was really pretty lucky. In 
those days not too many young- 
sters got to go to college.” 

Young Mervin’s original am- 
bition to become a mining en- 
gineer was born when a brother 
of a friend of the Kelly family 
visited Gallatin. The man was 
a mining engineer and had just 
returned from British Columbia. 
With his heart set on a career 
that would take him to excit- 
ing places, Mervin worked hard 
at Rolla, both at his studies and 
at his job with the Missouri 
State Geological Survey. A 
brilliant student—he had been 
valedictorian of his high school 
class—he was particularly good 
in chemistry and physics. At 
the end of his sophomore year 
at Rolla he was appointed an 
assistant in chemistry which 
gave him his tuition and $300 
a year. 

The next summer, he worked 
in a Utah copper mine, return- 
ing to Rolla with $200 in his 
jeans and a change of mind 
about metallurgy. The heads of 
the chemistry and mathematics 
departments at Rolla had from 
the beginning taken a lively 
interest in the youngster from 
Gallatin. When he decided to 
switch to a general science 
course, they both volunteered 
to give him special instruction. 

Graduating from Rolla in 
1914 with a Bachelor of Science 
degree, Mervin had by then de- 
cided that he wanted “to make 
a life in academic research.” 
In 1915, he received a Master 
of Science degree from the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky where he 
served for two years as instruc- 
tor in physics. In 1918, he re- 
ceived his Doctor of Philosophy 
degree from the University of 
Chicago. 

At Chicago, young scientist 
Kelly had done considerable 
work in electronic research and 
“had fallen in love with it.” 
Newly married to Katharine 
Milsted, a Rolla girl he had 
met at a Baptist Young People’s 
meeting, he was delighted when 
the Western Electric Co. offered 
him a $2100-a-year temporary 
job as a research physicist. With 
the end of the first World War, 
during which he did his first

eonsiderable work in the field 
of submarine detection, Dr. 
Kelly was asked to stay on with 
Western Electric. For the first 
10 years of his Bell System 
employment, originally with 
Western Electric and beginning 
in 1925 with Bell Telephone 


Laboratories, he worked on 
the fundamental problems of 
vacuum tubes, gaseous dis- 


charge phenomena and electron 
dynamics. Beginning in 1928, 
his area of technical interest 
had broadened to include appli- 
cations of acoustics in tele- 
phony. In 1934 he was made 
Development Director of Trans- 
mission Instruments and Elec- 
tronics for Bell Telephone Lab- 
oratories and in 1936 was ap- 
pointed Director of Research. 
In 1944 he was named Execu- 
tive Vice President and in 1951 
became President of the great 
scientific research and develop- 
ment institution that employs 
some 9500 persons, of whom 
approximately one-third are 
trained scientists and engineers 
with broad technical experience 
and background. 


a, 
OOKING back over his 30 
L vears with Bell Telephone 
Laboratories, Dr. Kelly 
reeled off some figures which 
may come as a surprise to all of 
us to whom the telephone is 
just an ordinary thing we take 
for granted. 

“Thirty years ago there were 
17,000,000 telephones in the 
United States,” the genius from 
Gallatin pointed out. “Today 
there are 56,000,000, three and 
one-third times as many. This 
means one telephone for every 
three persons in the country, a 
higher ratio than exists any- 
where else in the world. The 
United States, with only six per 
cent of the world’s population, 
possesses 55 per cent of the 
world’s telephones.” 

Then Dr. Kelly talked of “a 
new thing—direct distance dial- 
ing.” 


“We eall it DDD,” he said, 
“direct distance dialing by sub- 
scribers without the help of op- 
erators. In addition to dialing 
local calls, many telephone cus- 
tomers can now dial calls to a 
great many areas throughout 
the country. The _ switching 
mechanism selects the route to 
the distant station. Should it 
find a particular route busy, it 
keeps hunting until it finds an 
alternate path that is not busy. 
Some vears hence when this de- 
velopment is completed, sub- 
stantially all subscribers will 
dial their station-to-station calls 
wherever within this continent 
they may terminate.” 

Among the thousands of re- 
search projects of Bell Labora- 
tories has been the problem of 
mechanisms to handle the bill- 
ing of DDD calls. 

“With no operator present on 
a DDD eall,” Dr. Kelly ex- 
plained, “complex mechanisms 
must be provided to record bill- 
ing information automatically 
and later process it on a printed 
bill. The equipment for this 
purpose is known as AMA. 
These letters should not be con- 
fused with the American Medi- 
cal Association. They stand 
merely for Automatic Message 
Accounting. The mechanism is 
composed almost wholly of re- 
lays and associated circuits.” 

The recipient of hundreds of 
honors and awards, Dr. Kelly 
was in February elected a For- 
eign Member of the Swedish 
Royal Academy of Sciences, one 
of the world’s foremost learned 
societies. The diploma was 
awarded for “masterly re- 
searches in the domain of elec- 
tronics and electrotechnics.” 

Also recently, he was named 
to receive with Sir Gordon Rad- 
ley, Director General of the 
British Post Office, the first 
Christopher Columbus Inter- 
national Communication Prize. 
Dr. Kelly and Sir Gordon Rad- 
ley were selected in recognition 


Fix It Yourself

Replacing Screening en Wood 
Frames. 

INCE the invention of wire 

insect screening, home own- 

ers have been faced with 
the problem of how to fasten 
wire screening to a wood frame 
and get it nice and tight. Var- 
ious methods have been de- 
veloped to do this job and some 
of them can become mighty 
complicated. For our money, 
one of the best tricks is also 
one of the simplest and re- 
quires the least time and effort. 


What you do is fasten one 
end of the screening to the 
top of the screen frame. This 
should be securely fastened 
with either staples or tacks. 
Now you pull the screening 
down over the frame getting it 
even on both sides. Bring it 
down over the bottom end of 
the frame, Now what you do is 
to take a piece of 1 x 6 inch 
board about the same length as 
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the frame is wide and slip it 
under the screening so that it 
butts against the bottom of the 
screen frame. Tilt this board 
up to about a 45 degree angle 
and prop it in this position 
while you fasten the screening 
to the far edge of the board. 
Now you simply press the board 
down. When you do, it will pull 
the screening tight across the 
screen frame. Hold the board 
down with your knees while 
you secure the screening to the 
bottom of the frame. Be sure 
that it’s still even on both 
sides of the frame. When it’s 
attached, cut off the excess and 
remove the fasteners that hold 
it to the piece of 1 x 6. It’s 
important that when you press 
the board down, you apply 
pretty even pressure along its 
entire length and it’s also im- 


portant that you don’t apply.

Al- 
ready under way is a similar 
link between the west coast of 
the United States and Hawaii. 

“While in the early years the 
technology will permit only 
band widths adequate for multi- 
channel telephone, the time is 
not too far distant when cables 
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with band widths sufficiently 
broad for television transmis- 
sion will be possible. These 
communication links connecting 
continents will make large con- 
tributions to international busi- 
ness and social life and to world 
unity.”

INCE 1945, Dr. Kelly esti- 

mates, he has given approxi- 

mately half of his time to the 
military and to atomic energy 
work, carrying out important 
assignments in Washington of a 
public service nature. He was 
vice chairman of the United 
States Air Force’s Scientific Ad- 
visory Board from 1950 through 
1954 and chairman in 1955. He 
also served as adviser to Secre- 
tary Finletter of the Air Force 
on the organization and expan- 
sion of its research and develop- 
ment work. “For distinguished 
service to air power in the field 
of science,” the Air Force Asso- 
ciation awarded Dr: Kelly its 
1953 trophy. He was recently 
elected vice chairman of the 
Naval Research Advisory Com- 
mittee. 


He has advised the Atomic 
Energy Commission on its mili- 
tary research and development 
programs. In 1953 he was chair- 
man of a committee for the Sec- 
retary of Defense to study the 
problems of continental defense 
against atomic attack and to 
make recommendations on or- 
ganization and progress. 

Despite a work schedule that 
would wind a less rugged man, 
Dr. Kelly still finds time to 
ride his favorite hobby—flower 
gardening. At his home, Winde- 
mere Terrace, Short Hills, N.J., 
he has an acre and a half gar- 
den—pianned so that he has 
flowers blooming from March 
to December. He has a bulb 
garden of some 20,000 tulips, 
hyacinths and narcissus. He 
grows everything from zinnias, 
marigolds and asters to almost 
every known chrysanthemum. 

Although Dr. and Mrs, Kelly 
have lived in the East for many 
years, they still consider them- 
selves Midwesterners. 

“We're still Midwestern at 
heart,” he says. “We try to get 
back to Rolla at least once a 
year. I’m on the executive 
committee of the alumni asso- 
ciation and Katherine and I al- 
ways try to make homecoming 
or at least one football game 
during the year.” 

A few years back Dr. Kelly 
led the fight to keep the Rolla 
School of Mines from being sep- 
arated from the University of 
Missouri. 

Temperate in all things ex- 
cept work, Dr. Kelly allows 
himself one martini before din- 
ner. Through research he has 
arrived at a martini formula 
which calls for 83 per cent gin 
and 17 per cent vermouth.

A r= Parks, who started 
the non-violent protest in 
Montgomery, Ala. against seg- 
regation on busses. She is a 
very quiet, gentle person and 
ft is difficult to imagine how 
she ever could take such a posi- 
tive and independent stand. 

I suppose we must realize 
thet these things do not hap- 
pen allof asudden. They grow 
out of feelings that have been 
developing over many years. 
Human beings reach a point 
when they say: “This is as far 
as | can go.” and from then on 
it may be passive resistance. 
but it will be resistance. 

That is what seems to heve 
happened in Montgomery, and 
perhaps ft will happen all over 
our country wherever we have 
citizens who do not enjoy com- 
plete equality. It may be that 
this attitude will save us from 
war and bloodshed and teach 
those of us who have to learn 
that there is a point bevond 
which human beings will not 
continue to bear injustice 


NEW YORK. 
FEW days ago I met Mrs.

AFTER MRS. PARKS visited 
me I sew two women who are 
indignant over a proposed new 
citv housing project in the Har- 
jem district. Thev feel it will 
create a tremendous problem 
for the people who are now 
living in the old buildings 
which must be torn down be- 
fore the new project can arise. 

Preferably. new housing 
should be built in a border 
area where both white and Ne- 
gro people will be temporarily 
displaced and where both will 
move back. We cannot desegre- 
gate schools until we desegre- 
gate housing. Harlem and the 
areas which have been growing 
preponderantiy Puerto Rican 
should now gradually be 
changed by spreading the new 
housing in such a manner as to 
make it possible, and almost es- 
sential. for different peoples to 
live together. 


All of this takes planning 
and is not as easy as letting the 
old pattern be perpetuated. So 
we have a double problem: 
The interim problem of those 
who have to be evacuated, and 
the firm position which we in 
the north must accept that we 
will not perpetuate ghettos on 
either race or color line.

THE SOCIAL SORORITIES 
are in a different category from 
professional groups.
